San Antonio, March 16. — The mo­ 
b ilization of the divisional army under 
co mmand of General William H. Car­ 
ter, which was ordered ten days ago, 
was completed with the arrival of the 
Ninth cavalry and the Fourth field ar­ 
tillery, b oth from Fort D. A. Rus­ 
sell, Wyoming. 
There are now b e­ 
tween 15,000 and 16,000 troops of all 
b ranches of the service at Fort Sam 
Houston ready to act upon any sudden 
contingency that may arise south of 
the Rio Grande or to fulfill the more 
sedate req uirements of “maneuvers.” 
Before the last of the field artillery 
b attalion had b een detrained four cars 
of fieldpiece 
projectiles from 
the 
Frankfort arsenal in 
Philadelphia 
pulled into the yards, as part of a gen­ 
eral supply train. On the side of each 
of the ammunition cars was a large 
white sign marked “Emergency.” The 
four “emergency” cars were parted 
from the rest of the train and hauled 
to a sidetrack, where they were left 
with their contents untouched. 
Thir­ 
teen more carloads of ammunition, 
each with the word “Emergency” 
tacked on its side, will b e standing on 
a siding in the railroad yards within 
two days. 
Indic a tions of Coming Ac tiv ity . 
Though General Carter told the re­ 
porters that all the troops represented 
b y the spreading city of b rown tent 
cones would remain in the b ig camp 
for from three to four months and that 
the longest hike that any of them 
would take would b e a 100-mile march, 
fresh reports of an approaching crisis 
In the northern states of Mexico and 
of seeming preparations of the army 
to meet it are plentiful. Some indica­ 
tions of what is moving in the terri­ 
tory which is now b eyond all commu 
nication with the outside world came 
from officials of the Southern Pacific 
railroad in the office of the San An­ 
tonio division. 
One of these officials said that he 
had just b een advised b y the New 
York office of the railroad to b e pre­ 
pared to receive more trainloads of 
troops over this division; how many 
or when had not b een explained. This 
official does not b elieve that this dis­ 
patch refers to the movement of the 
additional troops of the Fourth cav­ 
alry, which have b een ordered to aug­ 
ment the patrol at the b order, for al­ 
ready these cavalrymen are b eing 
moved over the Southern Pacific lines 
to El Paso. 


To Mov e La rge Body of Troops . 
A second and more explicit dispatch 
advises the local railroad officers to b e 
prepared to move a large b ody of 
troops to the Arizona frontier b eyond 
the Rio Grande b etween El Paso and 
the Colorado river and along the im 
aginary line separating the Mexican 
states o f . C h i h u a h u a and Sonora from 
Arizona. 
It was Impossib le to learn 
from General Carter’s headq uarters 
what troops had b een designated to b e 
moved to strengthen th^ western pa­ 
trol.

which so m e autho rities ho ld is no t 
really a to wnship tax, but a co unty 
tax. 
The questio n has arisen in a num­ 
ber o f to wnships where o ptio n elec­ 
tio ns are to be beld. 
The Pro cto r act 
pro v ides that th e 
expense o f such 
electio ns in to wnships shall be paid 
o ut o f the to wnship fund, and altho ugh 
residents o f inco rpo rated tow ns are to 
be permitted to v o te on the qu estion, 
they will no t, under thes"p resent in­ 
terpretatio n o f the law’, be compelled 
to help to pay the co st o f such an elec­ 
tio n.

construed certain acfrons of school 
boards to be illegal, when there was 
no occasion for it. The superintend­ 
ents found relief in the 
fact that 
public sentiment has caused the ex­ 
aminers to gradually seek a different 
course in making their examinations 
and reports. 
The school heads all 
declared that they believed that the 
practice followed by field examiners 
iii the past in relation »to the school 
boards would be changed and that 
there would be little trouble from that 
source hereafter. 
The question as to .the amount of 
limy that should be spent on formal 
grammar in the grades was a source 
of much 'argument and probably pre­ 
cipitated the most spirited debate of 
(the evening. In tile end, however, the 
school heads 
were all 
practically 
agreed that not So much time should 
be spent at that as is now consumed 
in the ordinary city school. There is
